I  afts  of  QoagAfs  arc  void, 
I  t  tn  L-c  cfecjated  fo,by  cvei>  hontrl 
LA.11citi.1i  juci|;e. 


•f-THE  complete  inc'.cpe ndcrtre  of 
the  conns  ot  iutlice,  is  peculiarly  ef- 
iei:l;al  in  a  limited  ccnlt itotion.  By 
a  limited  conllitutiou  I  Dndtrftabd  one 
winch  contains  ceitain  fpecifitd  ex- 
ceptions to  the  legillathe  authority; 
ftki  for  inflance  as  that  it  ikull  paf» 
no  bills  ot  attainder,  no  ix  f  ofi  JtGt 
li»s,  asd  the  like.  Limitations  of 
this  kind  can  be  preferved  in  prac'uee 
no  oilier  way  than  through  the  medi- 
um of  the  courts  of  jafticej  whofedu- 
ty  it  muli  l-e  to  dec  lare  all  acts  conn  a- 
ry  to  the  ma-nifeft  tenor  of  the  confti- 
ttition  void.  Without  this, all  the  re- 
(ct  vaiions  of  particular  rights  or  privi 
legti  would  amount  to  nothing. 

"Some  perplexity  refpc Cling  the 
right  of  the  courts  to  pronounce  legif- 
lative  aeis  void,  becaufe  contrary  to 
•Tie  conltitutipn,  has  arifen  from  an 
imagination  that  the  doc'trine  would 
imply  a  fupericrity  of  the  jt.dicia- 
ry  to  the  legiiiative  power.  k  is 
urged  that  the  authority  which  ct.i- 
declare  the  aJts  of  another  void,  mult 
necclfatily  be  fuperior  to  the  one 
Whole  acts  may  he  declared  void.  /\s 
.  his  doctrine  is  of  gi  eat  importance  in 
;>ll.thc  American  tor.llitutions,  a  brief 
difcuffioa  of  the  grounds  on  which  it 
refls  catinot  be  unacceptable. 

"There  is  no  politic  n  \*  hie  h  depends 
on  clearer  principles,  than  that  every 
act  of  a  delegated  authority,  contrary 
to  the  tenor  of  toe  com  million  under 
which  it  is  exercifed,  is  void.  No  le- 
giflative  act  therefore  contrary  to  the 
conftitution  can  be  valid.  '1  o  deny 
this  wouiJ  be  to  aflirm  that  the  de  pu- 
ty is  greater  than  his  principal;  that 
the  fervant  is  above  h»8  mailer;  that 
the  repiefeutauvcs  of  the  people  are 


fuperior  to  the  people  themfel %tt % 
that  men  acling  by  virtue  of  powers 
may  do  not  only  what  their  povers, 
do  not  autJiorile,  but  what  they  for* 
bid. 

"  if  it  be  faid  that  the  lepiilative  bo- 
dy avfc  themfelves  the  conS: ltuTonal 
judges  of  their  own  pov;  ers,  6.  thai  ms 
conflrucuon  they  put  upon  tueni  i* 
conck  livc  up'  ii  the  other  depai  tment» 
it  may  be  anfwered,  mat  this  catnioc 
he  the  natural  prefumption,  where  ic 
is. lot  to  be  colicc'ted  ftattk  any  pa:  tic:i- 
lar  pruvilions  in  the  eonftittKUW  i'": 
is  not  othcrwife  to  be  fuppofed  that 
the  conftitution  could  intend  ».»>  ena- 
ble the  reprefentatives  of  the  people 
to  fabttittlte  their  ivttl  to  that  of  their 
conftitrents.  It  is  far  mine  rational 
to  fuppofe  that  the  coui  is  wet  «  defign- 
ed  to  be  an  intermediate  body  between 
the  people  and  the  legiflature,  in  or- 
der, among  other  things,  to  keep  the 
Litter  within  the  limics  alligned  to 
<  heir  auihcrity.  The  interpi  etntion 
of  t  be  law s  is  the  proper  and  peculiar 
piovince  of  the  courts.  A  coidiru- 
tion  is  in  faci,  and  muA  he,  regarded 
by  the  jtid^es  as  a  fundamental  law. 
It  therefore  belongs  to  thein  to  aicer> 
ttiin  its  meaning,  ns  well  as  the  mean* 
jog,  of  any  particular  act  proceeding  t 
Iron  the  lcgnhiiive  body,  if  th^re 
liionld  happen  to  hc-an  irreconcilable 
variance  between  the  two,  that  which 
has  ihc  fuperior  obligation  and  validi- 
ty, 01  ght  cf  courfe  to  be  urerei  ed  ;  or, 
in  other  words,  the  conllitution  ought 
to  he  prelei  c  cl  to  theliatute,  thein- 
i  nt-..  11  ol  the  pe<  pic  to  ihe  iuier.iiou 
of  their  agents. 

"Nor  docs  this  conclufion  by  any 
means  fuppofe  a  fuperiority  of  the  ju- 
dicial to  thelegillative  pewer.  \x  on- 
I)  fuppofes  that  ttic  power  of  1  he  peo- 
| >]«  is  lupdfior  t  0  both;  and  t)i:.t  w  lit  j  e 
the  will  of  the  legtfiatipe  decried  in 
its  datutes,  hands  inoppofitioo  to  that 
of  she  people  declared  in  the  conlli- 
tution,  the  judges  ought  %p  p*  govern- 
ed l.v  che  latter,  iraher  than  the  for- 
:i.c.r.  Tl-.cy  ought  to  regulate  their 
decilions  by  the  f  ut.cl  .rfit  nt.T  laws,  ra- 
ther  'ban  by  thole  which  mc  not  lun- 
damcntal. 

"  T  hisexcrcifeof  judicial  difcretion 
in  determining  between  two  ccmra- 
dictory  3aw  s,  is  excm:>Uf  ro'  in  a  fami- 
liar i!.llance.  It  not  uncommonly 
happens,  that  there  as  e  t*.%  o  flatntei 
exifiing  at  one  time,  ciafiijng  in  w  hole 
or  in  part  with  each  other,  and  nei- 
ther of  them  containing -  ny  repealing 
claufs  or  exprellion.  In  fuch  a  ca^e, 
it  is  the  province  of  the  courts  to  li- 
quidate and  fix  their  meaning  and  op- 
eration ;  So  far  as  they  can  by  any" 
fair  cenlhuction  be  reconciled  to  cadi 
other;  reafen  and  law  co::(pire  to  dic- 
tate that  this  li.otild  be  done  :  Where 
this  is  impracticable,  it  becomes,  a 
raottter  of  necefilty  to  give  efleel  to 
nne,  in  exclufion  of  the  other.  The 
tule  which  has  obtained  in  the  courts 
foi  determining  their  relaiivc  validity 
is  that  the  lalt  in  order  of  lime,  (hall  he 
preferred  to  the  fit  It.  But  this  is  mere 
rule  cf  contiruciicn,  not  derived  from 
any  pofi'tiye  law,  but  fioni  ti  e  nature 
ai  d  1  <  afon  of  the  thing.  It  it  a  i  ule 
not  enjoined  upon  the  couitsby  legif- 
lative  provifion,  but  adopted  by  il  < im- 
felves,  as  confonnnt  to  truth  and  pro- 
priety,  for  the  diieirfi"ii  of  their  cori- 
mj<9  as  interpreters  of  the  law.  '(  l  ey 
thought  it reafonable,  ihat  between 
the  interfering  acts  ci  an  iqtuil  aoiho- 
lity,  that  which  was  the  lalt  indica- 
tion of  its  will,fhould  have  the  pre- 
ference. 

"  But  in  regard  to  the  interfering 
acts  of  a  fuperior  and  fubordlnste  au- 
thority, of  an  Q,rigU>al  and  deii\ative 
power,  the  nattireand  reafon  of  the 
1  hiu g  it.dicate  the  converfe  of  that 
rub  as  proper  to  be  followed.  They 
teach  us  that  the  prior  aci  cf  a  fupe-, 
tiyr  oti^ht  10  be  pitfcied  to  the  fub5 


faj  lent  act  of  an  inferior  ami  fubor- 
cliuaie  authority;  and  that,  accord- 
ingly, whenever  a  particular  lUrnte 
contravenes  t lie  conflituticn,  it  will  be 
the  duty  of  the  judicial  tribunals  to 
adhere  to  the  latter,  and  difregard 
the  foi  mer. 

"  It  can  be  of  no  weight  to  fay,  that 
tbe  coui  ti  on  the  pretence  of  a  re- 
pugn.incy,  may  fubttituts  their  own 
jplOafure  to  Che  conltitution  al  intenti- 
ons of  the  lcgiilature.  This  might  as 
veil  happen  in  the  cafe  of  two  con- 
tra lict ory  llatutes  ;  or  it  might  as 
well  happen  in  every  adjudication  up- 
on any  Angle  ltatute.  The  courts 
inn  ft  declare  the  I'eufe  of  the  law  ;  and 
if  they  thould  be  difpoled  to  cxercife 
wiit  inftead  of  judgment,  the  cou- 
fequence  would  equally  be  the  fub- 
Itiuitioii  ot  their  pleafui  e  to  that  of 
the  legiflative  body.  The  obfervati- 
011,  it  ic  proved  any  Thing,  would 
prove  that  there  ought  to  be  no  judg- 
fcs  didiutt  from  that  body." 

The  above  are  fome  of  the  fenti- 
ments  which  that  arch  enemy  to  liber- 
ty, Alexander  Hamilton,  made  ufe  of 
to  pel  fuade  the  citizens  of  America  to 
adopt  the  federal  conltitution,  and  to 
induce  tnem  to  believe,  that  no  dan- 
ger could  arif'e  to  liberty  from  any 
unconftirotiooa]  act  of  congrefs.  1  his 
reafo.iing,  when  ufed  by  him,  was  ad- 
mitted to  be  unanfwerablc  ;  unlets  then 
the  fam*  conit icuiion  will  admit  of  a 
different  conftruction  after  its  adopti- 
on, from  what  it  did  receixe,  and 
ought  to  have  received,  w  hen  it  was 
under  contideration ,  the  fame  argu- 
Btehts  nult  be  conclofive  no*  alio. — 
T  he  people  will  never  believe  the  fame 
ma.O  o>  fei  o!  men,  who  prevailed  up-

ligion,  or  prohibiting  the  fiee  exer- 
ci  e  thereof,  or  abridging  the  freedom 
of  fpeech.  or  of  the  prefs ;  or  the 
righr  of  the  people  peaceably  to  af- 
femble,  and  to  petition  the  govern- 
rfient  for  a  i  edrefs  of  grievances.  The 
enumeration  in  the  conftitution  of 
certain  rights  fliall  not  be  conll I  ued  to 
deny  or  dilparage  others,  retained  by 
them.  The  powers  not  delegated  to 
the  United  States,  by  the  conltitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  (tares,  are 
referred  to  the  Itates  respectively,  or 
to  the  people."  And  yet  the  fame 
y>.\  ry  miw  declare,  that  congrefs  have 
flifficient  power  ro  pafs  legiflative  arts 
on  fubjec"rs  which  are  not  included 
"  in  the  powers  delegated  to  them," 
bur  alfoon  fubjects  exprefsly  prohibit- 
ed i hem  hv  the COflftitOtton  :  and  they 
deny  thar.  there  is  any  powei  in  the 
judges  or  courts  to  declare  fuch  acts 
void.

LONDON,  July  4 
WE  have  received  by  exprefs,  the 
Paris  Journal-,  up  to  the  firlt  infl.  in- 
clufive.  Thei  e  is  nothing  yet  certain- 
)y  known  by  the  public  in  Fiance  ref- 
peditig  the  ultimate  dettinatiofl  ot  the 
Toulon  fleet.  It  would  appear,  how- 
ever, that  it  has  experienced,  as  was 
before  reported,  fume  damages  from 
n  fiorm.  The  Knglilh  fleet  in  the  Me- 
diterranean 13  formidable  enough,  e. 
ven  by  the  eonfeflion  of  the  French 
rhemfrlve*,  to  cope  wiih  the  flrongelt 
force  the  enemy  can  oppofe  to  it  ;  and 
one  fqoadron  of  it  now  blocks  up  the 
port  pf  Toulon,  fo  prevent  the  fecond 
diviftofl  from  failing,  which  was  pre- 
paring ro  follow  the  grit. 

I  h<-  accounrs  in  thefe  journals  ref 
pecting  :  he  Itate  of  Ireland  are  fo  con 
trarjf  to  troth,  and  fo  much  exagger- 
ated, evidently  on  purpo'e,  that'  we 
frifnear  to  quo;e  them  One  report, 
however  .delrrvfs  tube  noticed,  whirl, 
is  dated  in  our  of  the  journals  (not  of 
fictaJfv )  namely—-'  that  the  Engliih 
n.i  yftiy  afraid  for  tli»-  confeqnence* 
of  the  >«*<)eHi..n  in  Ireland,  have,  thro' 
the  Priiflfa'n  minilier,  made  overture* 
oTpeace  to  ihe  XHreerory ."  Nehhci 
thrre!i:h  nor  any  further  circumltanci 
tclpectir^  the  overture  is  iU;ed. 


The  following  are  among  the  n-oft 
interelting  of  the  articles  contained  in 
the  journals. 

Paris,  8  Mcflidor,  June  26. 

We  are  informed  from  Toulon,  that 
the  Eagiifit  have  intercepted  a  brig 
and  a  cutter.  Another  brig,  howev- 
er, found  means  to  get  into  port.  Ac- 
cording to  the  accounts  of  the  crew,  it 
appears  beyond  all  doubt,  that  the  Kn- 
glilh have  actually  forty  to  forty-five 
ihips  of  war  in  the  Mediterranean  — 
that  they  have  left  five  Ihips  before 
Malta,  and  that  they  are  in  puifuitot 
the  t  rench  tleer.  \  he  fquadrbq  be- 
fore Toulon  feems  to  be  ilatioued 
therefor  the  purpofe  of  preventing 
the  fecoad  armament  and  convoy  from 
getting  out. 

1  he  above  brig  knew  nothing  of  the 
French  fleet,  fo  that  nothing  can  be 
more  doubtful  than  the  Intelligence 
faid  ro  have  been  received  ot  the  cap- 
ture of  Malta. 

A  private  letter  flates,  that  on  the 
22H  of  frairial  (June  to)  Buonapaite 
pali'ed  the  Fharosof  Medina,  and  that 
on  the  2jth,  he  was  cruiling  aloVig  the 
Ihoies  of  Candi,  towards  Cyprus. 

It  is  pretended  here,  that  the  king 
of  Spain  has  fignified  to  the  Directo- 
ry Chat  his  fleer  cannot  attempt  to  quit 
Cadiz  while  the  Engliih  are  before 
that  port.  Some,  however,  think  that 
according  to  an  article  in  our  treaty 
with  Spain,  by  which  it  is  fettled  that 
in  cafe  of  a  junction  of  the  two  fleets, 
they  fliall  be  commanded  by  the  oldelt 
officer.  Vice  admiral  Merard  de  Ga- 
lios,  now  on  his  way  to  Paris,  may 
perhaps  be  dellined  for  Cadiz.  He  is 
one  of  tiie  oldelt  general  officers  of 
the  two  nations,  and  his  age  entitles 
hira  to  command  the  two  fleets. 

10  MefTiJor,  June  28. 

Certain  accounts  have  been  received 
that  our  fleet,  on  the  22d  of  Frairial 
(June  to)  had  palled  the  foutnern 
point  of  Sicily.  1  he  English  fleer  on 
the  25th  (  June  13)  were  off  the  Elba. 
.  ccording  to  this  intelligence,  our 
fleet  hail  then  the  flart  of  the  En 
glilh  by  three  days  fail,  or  by  the  dii- 
tance  between  the  Hand  ot  Elba  and 
the  fonther  n  point  of  Sicily.  1  his  in- 
telligence nny  be  depended  on. 

L'Echo  de  la  Republuue  Francaife. 

A  letter  from  Mat  feilles,  dated  Fra- 
irial so,  (June  18)  Itates,  that  capt. 
Galibardl,  who  arrived  there  the  pre- 
ceding evening  from  Smyrna,  had  de- 
poled,  that  on  the  20th  of  that  month 
lie  had  been  taken  by  an  Engliih  fri. 
gate,  and  fee  at  liberty  twenty-four 
hours  after,  as  being  under  the  Greci- 
an flag.  He  repeats,  that  the  captain 
of  the  faid  frigate,  on  difmifling  him 
at  Ganta,  an  illand  on  the  African 
^■oall  near  Tunis,  told  him  he  had  fpo- 
*keu  on  the  19th  with  a  Dani;h  fbip, 
the  mailer  of  which  allured  him,  that 
he  had  feen  on  the  iSth  near  Mareti 
•no.  an  iiland  on  the  weltern  part  of 
Sicily,  thirteen  French  fliips  of  the 
.  line,  ten  frigates,  and  three  or  four 
hundred  tranfports,  and  1  hat  he  did 
not  meet  with  a  lingle  Engliih  ihip  in 
his  cocrfe- 

A  letter  has  been  received  at  Rafladt 
from  thr  Grand  Malter  of  Malta,  the 
fob  fiance  of  which  is,  that  gen.  Buon 
apane  had  appeared  before  the  illand 
of  Malta,  an.1  had  lent  in  a  flag  of 
'nice,  demanding  admiifion  into  the 
oort  for  his  fleet;  of  which  feveralyef- 
feil  were  in  a  leaky  condition.  The 
Grand  Mailer  anfweied,  thar  accord- 
ing to  the  lawsof  neutrality,  he  could 
nor  permit  more  than  three  fliips  of 
war  with  crews  of  limited  men  to  en- 
ter the  port;  that  the  ft ench genera] 
mi«;ht.  therefore,  fend  three  veflels  ar 
a  time  to  be  refitted,  and  that  he  would 
with  pleafure  furmfll  fuch  necellaries 
as  might  be  wanted  for  the  fleet.  On 
receiving  this  anfwer,  the  general  fent 
in  three  of  the  (hips,  and  as  foon  as 
they  wei  e  refitted, continued  his  route 
He  does  not,  however,  ftate  in  what 
direction  he  proceeded. 

A  letter  from  Marfeilles  announces, 
that  a  veflel,  arrived  at  that  poi  t,  men- 
tions, the  18th  Frairial,  thirteen  fail 
of  the  line  with  a  convoy  of  400  tranf- 
ports. towards  the  ille  of  Msretimo, 
and  that  they  perceived  no  Enghfh 
ihips  in  the  courfe  of  the  voyage. 

Lette-s  from  Kaltadr,  pofterior  to 
the  reply  to  the  French  plenipotenti- 
aries, date  that  paper  to  have  produc- 
ed a  great  feufation.  It  was  expected 
thar  it  would  have  conceded  more  to 
:he  demands  of  the  Deputation  ot  the 
Kmpire. 

A  few  c'uifers  berween  Sic  il  v  and 
Malta,  and  Malta  and  Africa,  will  pre 
•  errt.  withont  much  exertion,  any  vef 
fel  from  navigating  in  rhat  port,  anc 
a  fquadroo  (rationed  in  the  fine  and 
convenient  porta  of  the  iflaud,  will 


command  all  the  coftfis  of  Ttaly  in  the 
Adriatic  le3,  in  which  France  already 
Occupies  the  important  iliana  of  Corfu. 
Hexiufluence  will  confeqnently  tx 
lend  in  a  proportTonable  degree  to  the 
•\rchipelago.  She  may  aflo  be  ena 
oled  to  ghe  law  to  Candia  and  the  o 
ther  Tnrkifh  islands 9  and  fhould  (he 
wiih  to  opt n  a  communication  with 
India  by  the  Red  fea,  Malta  will  be 
naturally  conlidered  as  the  firlt  point 
neceflary  to  the  fuctefs  ot  the  expedi- 
tion, and  the  principal  llore  houle  for 
the  various  materials  which  (he  may 
think  proper  to  employ  in  promoting 
that  end.  Exclulive  of  thefe  confider- 
ations,  Maha,  in  its  prefent  lituation, 
mutt  prove  highly  advantageous  to 
France.  It  contains  1 50,000 inhabit- 
ants, among  whom  are  (ix  thoufaiid 
good  feanren  ;  it  has  an  aiftnal  well 
iilled,  and  an  imtnenfe  quantity  of 
cannon  ot  almolt  ever}  calibre.  1  he 
money  in  the  public  treal'ury  has  been 
accumnlatirig  for  a  long  time  pad,  in 
confequence  of  the  economy  ot  the 
fuccefflve  Grand  Maftti s,  and  the  1  ich 
es  which  have  been  fent  to  Malta,  as 
to  a  place  of  certain  fa»ety,  by  the  Ita- 
lian emigrants,  will  add  conliJerably 
to  the  fpoils  of  the  enemy.
